Has Had Three Presidents

Century. 



There is some talk of the resigna- 
tion of Judge James E. Cantrell 
from the Court of Appeals on ac- 
count of continued i 1 health.

Inspector Henry B. Hines, in a 
report made to Gov.

y Bank was organized in 
1880, with a capital stock of $60,000. 
The incorporators were Lucian Jones, 
Geo. C. L.mg, Judge H. R. Littell, 
Charles A Thompson, Charles W. 
Radford, W. W. Garnett and others. 
The uirectors were Lucian Jcnes, 
Geo. C. Long, E. B. Long, C. W. 
Radford and W. W. Garnett. 

During the past 25 years there 
have been many changes, made nec- 
essary by the death of several of the 
ials. After the death of Mr. 
», Judge Littell was elected 
president. After his death Mr. E. 
B. Long, who was made assistant 
cashier when the bank was organ- 
ized, was elected president, which 
position he holds at this time. Mr. 
Geo. C. Long, the cashier, in the 
meantime, severed his connection 
with the institution and went to 
California, and after remaining for 
a while returned to Hopkinsville and 
went into the tobacco warehouse 
business with Mr. H. G. Abernathy. 
Later he was induced to accept the 
presidency of the First National 
Bank, holding that position now. 

The city Bank opened for business 
January 28th, 1880, and the first 
man to enter and make a deposit was 
the late Thos. F. Brown, leaving 
$700 in the hands of the cashier. He 
was followed by others and the new 
bank soon became quite popular. 
It to-day has a surplus of $60,000 
and its stock is worth over $200. It 
has made money from the very start. 
In 1898 a 50 per cent, dividend was 
declared, probably unprecedented in 
local banking affairs. 

The present directors are E. B. 
Long, W. T. Tandy and W. W. Gar- 
nett. Mr. W. T. Tandy is cashier 
and Mr. Jas. A. Young assistant 
cashier. 

When the corner :itone of the old 
building was laid the name of the 
bank, date of organization, amount 
of capital stock, names of the incor- 
porators, &c , was placed in a recess 
the stone, but by a mistake the 
>ne was placed in the northeast 
corner and will not be disturbed by 
the remodeling of the building. 

At the proper time a new corner 
stone will be laid and in it will be 
deposited the names of the present 
officers, financial condition, a copy 
of the Kentuckian containing this 
article, the population of the city, 
and other historical data. This, of 
course will be of great interest when 
brought to light a hundred years or 
more from now, when not a soul 
now in Hopkinsville will be on this 
earth.

An Employe of the Home 
Telephone Co. Is Offended 
by His Letter. 

Editor Kentuckian: 

In the issue of a local paper of 
July 24, a correspondent who signs 
himself Richard Wilder, charges 
that Mr. Hoge, of the Hopkinsville 
Home Telephone Company had been 
to his house in Evansville to ask if 
he would quit working for the Cum- 
berland Telephone Co. and take a 
job with the Home Telephone Co.

Wilder could take with our company 
unless It is my place as janitor, and 
I want to see that he don't get that. 

Not long ago he sent out a long 
letter to our subscribers at Kennedy 
pretending to give some inside in- 
formation about the company I work 
for. Now what I want to know is 
where did this northern man who 
says he lives in Evansville find out 
so much about other people's busi- 
ness? 

I carry the only key to ihe office 
le-iides the ones the managers have 
and if he did not get his information 
from Mr. Hoge or Mr. Cooper it re- 
flects on me for him to be claiming 
that he knows all about our private 
business.

On my return to Evansville I find 
that during my absence there had 
b(*n » man in the city cf Evansville 
who stated that he was a represen- 
tative of the Hopkinsville Home 
Telephone Company, who had called 
on different parties asking different 
questions as to my personality. 

I am unable to Understand why all 
this newspaper talk and trips to
